In its report on the exhibition, 
the official Soviet news agency 
Tass said, ‘‘These atomic blows 
would lead to the extermination 
of millions of people, to unpre- 
cedented destruction of towns 
and radioactive contamination 
of many regions. of northern 
Iran, as well as of Turkey and 
Pakistan.”’

The State Department added: 
“The distorted Soviet charges 
emanating from Moscow are ob- 
viously intended to distract world 
attention from Communist fail- 
ures in other areas.”’ 

The State Department reply 
concluded: “As an alliance for 
the defense and security of its 
partners CENTO, of course, has 
been and continues to be legiti- 
fhately concerned with dete nse 
against external aggression.’

north. Several hundred persons 
living in the four-story apartment 
buildings along the street were 
consigned to the restrictions of 
Communist living. 

Communist police and soldiers 
took up positions on nearby 
roofs to see that nobody tried 
to jump out of windows. They 
were also posted behind the walls 
in the street. And they laid 
barbed wire in one flower bed 
at-a corner where the occupants 
might possibly jump six feet 
from a balcony to freedom. 

Soldiers in Gardens. 

A little farther along the street 
Communist soldiers took up posi- 
tions in some gardens, tramping 
through the neat cabbage patches 
and the petunias. All this result- 
ed apparently from the fact that 
Harzerstrasse has been a popu- 
lar exit for fed-up East Ber- 
liners. 

The blocked-up doors and the 
new walls at the intersections 
attracted crowds all day. And 
the young People’s Police and 
soldiers on the other side of the 
walls took a lot of heckling. 

“Yesterday 10 of your men 
came over,” shouted a man from 
the capitalist side of the wall. 
‘‘Maybe there’ll be more.” 

‘‘Maybe,”’ said one of the 
diers. 

An aged woman who had come 
25 miles to see a friend couldn't 
get in the house. The friend was | 
sobbing from a third-floor win- 
dow. 

A Communist policeman told 
the visitor to walk to the nearest 
authorized entry to Communist 
Berlin, a walk of about four 
miles.

In this column recently Maurice 
Olsen, Executive Secretary, Ameri- 
ean Association of Instructors of the 
Blind, said that ‘“‘most people who 
encourage exploitation of the pub- 
lic in the form of begging by giv- 
ing money to the ‘poor, unfortunate 
blind beggars’ are doing so because 
of the feeling of guilt and superiori- 
ty.””

Superiority “because 
they can feel secure, proud and 
smug in their charitable display.” 

If there is a better way to handle 
these unfortunates than to have 
them beg on the streets, well and 
good. But there was some reason 
to doubt this when for years and 
years they had been begging un- 
molested on our streets. When- 
ever I put a small coin in a tin cup 
it was with the idea that I was con- 
tributing to what was possibly a 
worthwhile need. I certainly never 
had feelings of superiority. 

I'am aware of the psychological 
theory of masked motives for con- 
duct, both good and bad. But it 
seems to me the above quotation 
makes nonsense of it. Every act of 
kindness, every good deed, leaves 
in its wake a feeling of satisfaction. 
Is not this the way it should be? 
Just how should one feel? J.H.

I 
noticed with surprise a statement 
which has been made and corrected 
before, concerning the Connally 
Amendment (which reserves to the 
United States the right to determine 
whether any dispute against us in 
the World Court is not within the 
scope of our acceptance of the juris- 
diction of the court). 


The statement is that ‘‘in the ab- 
sence of the Connally Amendnient, 
for example, Cuba today could be

Can a school board scandal affect the Presi- 
dency? Maybe, if it comes to light in New 
York City—as one has, to the embarrassment 
of Mayor Wagner in his campaign for renomi- 
nation by the Democrats. Gov. Rockefeller, 
with his eyes on the 1964 Republican presi- 
dential nomination, is making the most of 
the windfall. And President Kennedy prob- 
ably is glad that he is not directly involved. 

The White House has ignored pleas for 
help from the Mayor, if only because his op- 
ponent, State Controller Arthur Levitt, came 
up with 283,000 signatures on his nominating 
petitions compared with 64,000 on the May- 
or’s. (The unopposed Republican nominee, 
Attorney General Louis J. Lefkowitz, filed 
85,000 signatures.) But Mr. Levitt had the 
helo of 18,000 committeemen of the regular 
organization while only about 200, mostly 
volunteers, worked for the Mayor. Indeed, 
this was Mr. Wagner’s strong point. 


He was running, he said, against Carmine 
G. De Sapio, “the boss of bosses” and the 
leader of “a battalion of corruption.” This 
rallied prominent independents, liberals, re- 
form groups and a labor political organiza- 
tion to Mayor Wagner's cause. 

* « ~ 


Looking beyond the Sept. 7 primary, the 
Mayor also has hammered away at Republi- 
cans, especially Frank Kenna, the G.O.P. lead- 
er in Queens, whom he accused of “making 
sordid use of political office for private profit.” 
After a state investigation, Gov. Rockefeller 
aske@® Mr. Kenna to resign “for the good of 
the party.” 

Meanwhile, however, the school'storm broke. 
A grand jury reported that Dr. John J. Theo- 
bald, the superintendent of schools, and Jo- 
seph R. Weiss, assistant superintendent, had 
been accepting such “favors” as the unpaid 
work of vocational high school students. Dr. 
Theobald himself accused 26 employes of the 
school board’s bureau of construction of ac- 
cepting gifts from contractors. The Mayor 
appointed an investigating committee, headed 
by the president of the Ford Foundation. On 
its recommendation, he asked for the resigna- 
tions of the nine members of the school board, 
and prepared to appoint an interim group. 


The fact remains that Dr. Theobald had 
been Mr. Wagner’s deputy mayor, and that 
Mr. Weiss had long been a personal friend. 
School board members served by the Mayor’s 
appointment. Nothing of this was lost on the 
Rockefeller Administration. The Governor 
has called a special session for Monday, and 
the Republicans in Albany are said to be ready 
to take city school affairs into their own 
hands—even to the extent of replacing any 
group the Mayor may appoint before they 
convene. 

The school uproar has placed Mayor Wag- 
ner on the defensive after he had taken the 
offensive with his fight on bossism. He still 
is looking to Washington for help, but it seems 
unlikely that the White House will get into 
this fight. As a politician, Mr. Kennedy must 
want a strengthening of the badly divided 
New York Democrats—if only to hold down 
the size of the vote by which Gov. Rockefeller 
is expected to be re-elected, thus to reduce 
his presidential-year strength. But whether 
Mayor Wagner wins or loses in next month's 
primary, it seems that the Republicans are 
bound to profit. 


For Fewer Sneezes 


The estimated 10,000,000 hay fever suf- 
ferers in the United States will undoubtedly 
be interested in the research of Dr. Robert 
Goldfarb of Chicago. He has isolated a pro- 
tein from ragweed pollen that may be the 
agent that causes allergic reactions. If so, it 
will be easier to build up resistance in suscep- 
tible persons. Dr. Goldfarb and his associates 
have spent 10 years studying the problem; the 
results were reported to delegates attending 
the Congress of Biochemistry in Moscow. 
There appears to be no ideological sig- 
nificance in the latter circumstance. Most 
hay fever victims would be glad to share 
some means of relief with Communists or 
anyone else. | 


Role for the ICC 


The nation must wonder, along with the 

Justice Department, why the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has been so slow to write 
and post a clear code of rules against racial 
segregation in bus terminals.’ Repeating its 
request for action, the department sent an 
assistant Attorney General before an ICC 
hearing. 
Supreme Court decisions warn that dis- 
crimination violates the Interstate Commerce 
Act; so, in fact, do some ICC rulings. Yet 
segregation continues and 200 Freedom Rid- 
ers have been arrested in Jackson, Miss., for 
violating local laws which. contradict federal 
law and ICC rulings. How can this happen? 
One answer is that prolonged court tests will 
be necessary to bring federal law to bear, 
but it is also true that the ICC has never 
posted forceful regulations or barred those 
compelling segregation in bus terminals. 

An ICC code making clear the law under 
which the ICC operates would help to uphold 
that law, speed the court tests and, above 
all, show the public that it is the segregation- 
ists who trespess on legal rights and not 
those who were arrested for seeking their 
rights. The lesson should not be delayed. 


PY pe Se Don’t Cheat 


A good many Americans regard the “fixing” 
of a traffic ticket as a test of their ingenuity 
rather than as an offense against public mo- 
rality. So it was not too surprising that three 
individuals were indicted as a result of com- 
plaints by the April term circuit court grand 
jury about the collection of traffic fines. Such 
complaints should be less likely in the future 
because machines do not cheat. 


On the basis of the grand jury report Mayor 
Tucker asked City Counselor Thomas J. Nee- 
nan to investigate city court procedures, and 
Mr. Neenan now has urged reforms, especial- 
ly in record-keeping, most of which can be 
put into effect by the Mayor’s executive order. 

Under the plan, general responsibility is 
vested in the judges, the clerk’s office is re- 
organized according to functions, the duty of 
collecting fines is transferred from the mar- 
shal to the clerk, and—most important of all 
—all records are to be kept on electronic 
equipment in the office of City Comptroller 
Poelker, and under his direction. Thus a 
ticket will’not pass from hand to hand in

such a way that it might be “lost” or “for- 
gotten.” 

While this represents a reorganization of 
the municipal courts, it is primarily a matter 
of better housekeeping. It accords with the 
promise of the Mayor and the Comptroller 


to make maximum use of the latter’s modern . 


equipment to assure the best possible book- 
keeping in connection with all aspects of city 
business. And good housekeeping and good 
bookkeeping generally are the key to efficient 
and honest administration. 


Air Defense and Bombers 


The great bomber-missile debate, which 
enlivened passage of the record peacetime 
military budget, is far from being settled. 
There are increasing indications that Presi- 
dent Kennedy and Defense Secretary McNa- 
mara are not going to spend the $753,000,000 
in extra funds which Congress insists should 
go for manned bombers. 

The current Aviation Week reports: “Mc- 
Namara is expected to wait out the political 
furor over manned bombers, and, if need be, 
reveal some of the technical and intelligence 
reasons for his stand.” His advisers say that 
a mass raid on Soviet Russia would result in 
attrition of 75 to 90 per cent of the B-47s 
and B-52s which participated. “Positive evi- 
dence”’ is said to show that Moscow has been 
engaged in a major air defense effort includ- 
ing new radar, infrared detection and ground- 
to-air micsiles which would extend protection 
to 100,000 feet altitude. If all this is true, 
present bomber fleets are almost obsolete 
and even the B-70, several years in the offing, 
might be born obsolete. 

The Soviets’ air show of last July 9 came 
just when the military budget was being hotly 
debated. The Air Force and its Congressional 
supporters made much of the Soviets’ new 
bombers as proof that we need more. Yet if 
bombers must face an attrition of nearly 90 
per cent ina retaliatory attack, would it not 
be wiser to spend bomber money on anti- 
aircraft defenses and missiles? Are not the 
Polaris-firing submarine, the Titan ICBM and 
the imminent new generation of solid-fuel 
missiles, with our present air fleet, the best 
deterrent to aggression? 


Vox Populi? 

When Harry Truman received three Mis- 
souri state flags from visiting Air Force 
Academy cadets in Independence, he asked 
if they could translate the Latin motto on the 
flags: “Salus populi suprema lex esto.” Ac- 
cording to the report on the occasion, one of 
the cadets had the answer: “The voice of the 
people is the supreme law.” 

This is not quite the answer, however. The 
official translation of the state motto is: “The 
welfare of the people shall be the supreme 
law.” We do not criticize youths training 
for the space age for infractions in a dead 
language, but the significance of the Missouri 
motto is worth general comprehension. The 
voice of the people is or ought to be supreme 
in any representative government, but Mis- 
souri’s founders looked beyond that funda- 
mental. In effect, they asked the state and 
its officers, as representatives of the people, 
to keep their eyes fixed on the public welfare. 

Not even the voice of the people is enough 
to guarantee the welfare of the people, but 
we would not quarrel with the intent of Mis- 
souri’s motto, or change it. 


Neglected Elders in Kansas City 


It is a severe indictment of the municipal 
government of Kansas City that the top pub- 
lic health and legal authorities of the State 
declare from personal inspection that “aged 
and senile people are dying of neglect” in 
many boarding homes there. The City Coun- 
cil and City Manager Robert P. Weatherford 
are accused in effect of nonfeasance by Dr. 
Henry M. Hardwicke, director of the Missouri 
Division of Health, who with Attorney Gen- 
Thomas F. Eagleton led the state inspectors. 
As a result of inspection of 16 places, the 
State has filed injunction suits against five 
on grounds that they are nursing homes sub- 
ject to licensing and present fire hazards, 
Under the state licensing law, places for the 
care of the elderly are subject to inspection 
and regulation if they provide nursing serv- 
ices and have three or more residents. 


Nursing homes that are escaping state reg- 
ulation in the guise of boarding homes should 
unquestionably be brought to account. Bona 
fide boarding homes are and probably should 
best remain the responsibility of municipal 
government, if for no other reason than that 
their control would place a large new burden 
on state inspegtors, perhaps detracting from 
their oversight of the more congested nursing 
homes. But when conditions in boarding 
homes are “shocking” and “deplorable” as 
the state officials declared they were in those 
they inspected at Kansas City, it would have 
to be an indifferent city government indeed 
that was not moved to do something about 
them. The incident should impel St. Louis of- 
ficials to ask themselves whether this com- 
munity is in the clear. 


Drifting With the Draft 

The increased monthly draft quotas are a 
reminder that both the Army and the youth 
of the land are being penalized in some degree 
because Congress has drifted along with an un- 
solved military manpower program. The Au- 
gust draft quota of 13,000 is nearly double 
that of July and the September quota is 
25,000, the largest since June, 1953. 

Military and other manpower authorities 
have long regarded the draft as a poor way 
to get the type of men needed in the services 
of this electronic and nuclear era. The draftee 
is mostly interested in serving his time and 
getting out. He seldom re-enlists. The vol- 
unteers largely go to the other services and 
the Army is stuck with the draftee. In recent 
years, the draft quotas have been so small 
that many youths have escaped by sitting out 
their chances of being called. Obviously this 
has been unfair to the others. 

While it is true that statistics prove the 
services would be undermanned without the 
draft, it also is true that Congress has been 
content to fumble along with the military 
In early 1959 
Congress had before it two bills, one for ex- 
tending the draft for four more years and 
the other for extending it for two and making 
a definitive study of the whole problem. Con- 
gress voted the extension and let the study go. 

Defense has long been an essential in Amer- 
ica and it is time the responsibilities were 
justly shared and our resources put to the 
best possible use.

THE PARADOX OF GEORGE OR. 
WELL, by Richard J. Voorhees, 
(Purdue University Studies, 127 pgs., 
$1.95.) 


The main point that Mr. Voorhees 
makes, and makes incisively, is that 
Orwell’s caustic scrutiny of our kind 
of society and his ghastly picture of 
its future in ‘‘Nineteen Eighty-four’ 
were modified in his other writings by 
a sense of responsibility for the better 
values of the society he condemned.

So that this Briton who hated 
British imperialism, fought for a re- 
public in Spain and spent years of his 
life in deliberate poverty as a common

The retired judge of the Unit- 
ed States Second Circuit Court 
of Appeals was often called the 
“Tenth Justice of the Supreme 
Court.’ The high court cited 
Judge Hand’s opinions’ more 
often than those of any other 
lower court jurist in the nation 
but appointment to the Supreme 
Court eluded him 

Billings Learned Hand dropped 
his first name in voung man- 
hood in favor of his mother’s 
maiden name, because ‘nobody, 
could possibly think of a nick- 
name for Learned.”’ 

Supreme Court Justice Benja- 
man Cardozo once ‘led him 
“the greatest living American 
jurist és 

The fact that Judge Hand 


never reached the nation’s high- 
est bench was attributed by Jus- 
tice Felix Frankfurter to the 
“caprices of fortune.’’ 

Senior Appeals Judge. 

Judge Hand was senior judge 
of the Unitec States Court of 
appeals, second district, which 
had jurisdiction over New York, 
Connecticut und Vermont from 
193% to 1951 and previously was 
a member of that court from 
1924 when he had been elevated 
from the district court bench by 
President Calvin Coolidge. He 
had served the southern district 
of New York since 1909, having 
been appointed by President 
William Howard Taft. 

Judge Hand was born in AI- 
bany, N.Y., on Jan. 27, 1872. He 
followed his cousin Augustus, 
who also was to become a circuit 
court of appeals judge, to Har- 
vard and was graduated summa 
cum laude in 1893. He received 
his, law degree in 1896 and first 
practiced law in Albany. He later 
went to New York to join a Wall 
Street firm with which he re- 
mained until his appointment to 


the bench. 
Many of Judge Hand’s more 
than 2000 decisions were _his- 


toric. His 20,000-word opinion in 
1950 affirming the conviction, of 
11 top Communist leaders in the 
United States was an outstanding 
example, in which was clearly 
defined the attitude a democracy 
must take toward the ‘“‘clear and 
present danger’ of the Commu- 
nist party. 

Judge Hand believed passion- 
ately in democracy and in what 
he called the spirit of modera- 
tion and the sac redness" of the

Long known as an umpire of 
civil liberties, Judge Hand was 
an opponent equally of Com- 
munism and those who would 
use the unproved charge of 
Communism against their ene- 
mies. 

In 1922, in compliance with 


the Eighteenth Amendment he 
ruled liquor off American-flag 
ships anywhere in the world. 
In. 1929 he held that, in spite 
of the prohibition law, a liquor 
seller was not guilty of moral 
turpitude. 

In 1934 he 
decision that 


concurred in a 
James Joyce's 
novel ‘‘Ulysses’’ could not be 
barred from this country as 
immoral because of its sincerity 
and the absence of ‘‘the effect 
of promoting lust,’’ even though 
“it justly may offend many.”’ 

In 1935 he concurred in the 
Schecter poultry case which 
broke the NRA wage and hour 
provision. 

The wrote the opinion in 1951 
upsetting the espionage convic- 
tion of Judith Coplon, a Govern- 
ment employe, on’ the ground 
that the evidence, while pointing 
to guilt, was obtained in part 
through illegal wiretapping. 

Even after his retirement he 
sat in many well known cases. 
He dissented in 1953 in a ruling 
that upheld the conviction of 
William W. Remington, a Gov- 
ernment economist, on charges 
he committed perjury in deny- 
ing he ever had been a member 
of the Communist party, and in 
1955 he wrote the principal 
opinion upholding Frank Cos- 
tello’s conviction for income tax 
evasion.

ARTISTRY AND SKIL 


AT OPERA FESTIVAL 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

Artistic imagination and vocal 
excellence were again in evi- 
dence when the August Opera 
Festival opened for its third 
season last night in Washington 
University quadrangk. 

Offenbach’s “Tales of Hoff- 
mann” may have been too am- 
bitious an undertaking for an 
organization of limited resources 
with a small spece in which to 
operate. Its justification was 
that the score ‘s unusually re- 
warding:and that the work hes 
not been_available to St. Louis 
audiences in many years. More- 
over, the producers showed un- 
usual ingenuity and taste in cop- 
ing with the problems presented 
by an operatic extravanganza. 

So the first citations must be 
given to Edward Murphy, the 
conductor; Hugh Thompson, the 
Stage director, and Lee Fisher, 
designer. It was through their 
joint etforts that the production 
moved smoothly and with tech- 
nical precision. The action in the 
prologue was rather severely 
restricted. But as wings were 
added to both sides of the small 
Stage, the most economical use 
was made of both space and 
time. 


The character of Hoffmann, the 
poet whose presence in all three 
episodes gives the opera its chief 
unifying element, was sung by 
John Druary, a tenor with range, 
power and a ringing trumpet-like 
quality, 

Druary’s acting talent, unfor- 
tunately, could not match the 
excellence of his voice and the 
opera suffered accordingly. 
Carolee Coombs, who sang the 
role of Giulietta in the second 
act, comported herself with her 
usual poise and used her lyric 
voice charmingly. Other major 
roles were well exploited by 
Hugh Thompson (Dappertuto), 
Lucille Perret (Olympia and An- 
tonia) and Vern Shinall (Cop- 
pelius and Crespel). Thomas 
Coleman, tenor, and Jimmy Lee 
Caviness, mezzo-soprano, and 
Shirley Schmoll, soprano, made 
helpful contributions in smaller 
roles. 


The sound amplification sys- 
tem did no injustice to vocal 
quality. The singers, however, 
often sang louder than was neces- 
sary, evidently misjudging the 
power of amplification. In many 
passages when mezzo-forte was 
indicated by the nature of the 
music and the scene, the sound 
same out fortissimo. This mis- 
judgment undoubtedly could be 
rectified and should be, in the 
interest of appropriate shading. 

The orchestra was responsive 
and well balanced. The conduc- 


‘tor kept it adjusted to the timing 


and volume level of the singers 
with consistent artistic vigilance. 
The attentive and enthusiastic 
audience numbered about 1600.

Ninety-six Baptist churches in 
the St. Louis area will observe 
College Pledge Sunday tomor- 
row in support of the $12,000,000 


Missouri Baptist llege Cam- 
paign, which has allocated 30 


per cent of its goal for construc- 
tion of a Baptist college here. 

The churches, whose member- 
ship totals 55,000 persons, are 
participating witu 1075 other Mis- 
souri Baptist churches in a year- 
long drive to enlarge the Bap- 
tist college system in the state 
The campaign will close Nov. 30. 

The proposed St. Louis cam- 
pus will receive $3,600,000 for 
construction at a time and place 
not yet determined. An equal 
amount is earmarked for a new 
library and other expansion at 
William Jewell College, Liberty, 
Mo. Fifteen per cent will go to 
each of the state’s two Baptist 
junior colleges—Southwest Bap- 
tist College, Bolivar, and Hanni- 
bal-LaGrange College, Hannibal, 

The Rev. Dr. Hershel Hobbs, 
president of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, told St 
tists Thursday that a new college 
in St. 
of all denominations and help 
absorb the expected increase in 
the nation’s college enrollment. 

Speaking at Tower Grove Bap- 
tist Church, 4257 Magnolia ave- 
nue, and earlier at a press con- 
ference, The Rev. Dr. Hobbs 
said that only by providing a

at first will be an extension of 
Hannibal - LaGrange’ College. 
Present plans are to offer a two- 
year program until it is well- 
established. 

About 250 students are attend- 
ing day and evening junior col- 
lege classes at Tower Grove 
Baptist Church.
